A STARTLING REPORT 


Russia Practically In Possession of 


Constantinople. 


THE GREAT COUP DE MAIN OF THE TIME. 


The Only Thing Wanting ia Confirmation 


of * Very Doubtful Story —Have the 


Triple Alliance and England 


Bean Asleep? 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.— A special from 


Now York to the Evening Journal 
says: The fallowing cablegram, which, 
it goea without saying will not "be 
generally credited until confirmed by 
subsequent advices, was received in 
this city from London to-day: 


"Russia has practically 
captured 


Constantinople by the greatest coup 
do main of tho century. 


"On Monday night a large fleet of 


barges and vesaels appeared on the 
Turkish eoast of the Black sea, near 
Derkos, a town about 70 miles north- 
west of Constantinople, and landed 12,- 
000 Cossacks and as.uoo infantry. They 
seized tho railroad along1 the coast from 
Constantinople to India, immediately 
crossed the coast range and seized an- 
other railway from Constantinople to 
Soilo, at the town of Tchatilclobo, 
about 00 miles west of Constantinople. 
This commands the two roads to Con- 
stantinople and gives the Russians con- 
trol of the narrow wedge between the 
Black sea and the Sea of Marmora. At 
tho point of this wedge lies Constanti- 
nople. 


"This movement Hanks all tho de- 


fenses of Constantinople oxcept tlieao 
around the city and renders help from 
the sea practically useless. It is said 
Russia has been accumulating barges 
and shipping of all kinds near the 
mouth of the Danube for six months 
past without discovery, and that the 
240,000 troops assembled in southwest- 
ern Russia can be transported ami 
lauded within sixty miles of Constanti- 
nople inside of the next four (.lays, and 
before anything cun be do«e by Kn- 
gland, Germany, Austria or Italy."

LONDON, Oct. 22.— Faction fights are 


of almost hourly occurrence in Cork, 
and the excitement is growing to a de- 
gree that can not, according to appear- 
ances, long be unattended by blood- 
shed. The Purnellites are furious aud 
revengeful, and their opponents arc 
hardly less aggressive. The fight will 
be the fiercest that Cork has seen for 
twenty years, and all the leaders of 
both parties will have a ah we in it. 


There is some hesitation among tho 


McCarthyites as to whether they will 
run Mr. William O'Brien or Mr. Mich- 
ael Davitt against Mr. John Kedmond. 
In tho event of nominating Mr. Davitt, 
the letters of nomination at Kilkenny 
will have to be canceled, Mr. Davitt, 
however, is stronger than Mr. O'Brien 
with the extreme element in Cork, on 
aucoitnt of Ms (sufferings in an English 
convict prison. Mr. O'Brien is looked 
at askance by: many of both factions, 
who charge that ho is rather unstable.

Tho Work of Severance Completed—

BKKLIX, Oet, 22. — The Erfurt congress 


yesterday completed the work of lop- 
ping off the revolutionists.

been followed with great interest by 
the Berlin papers, and the general ex- 
pression of opinion is favorable to the 
conservative action of the majority in 
getting rid of the anarchist element. 


BRVOLT IN A PRISON 


Ended by a Deadly Fusllade Irom the 


Soldier*—A Larva Number Kiiled. 


LISBON, Oct. 21.—Great excitement 


was caused in this city to-day by a re- 
volt of the prisoners confined in the civil 
gaol. Tho prisoners, among whom n 
mutiny had been brewing for somo 
time broke out to-day in open rebellion. 
They refused to obey the commands 
of the keepers, and when the latter 
attempted to enforce their orders, the 
prisoners replied 
with a volley oi 


stones 
picked 
up 
in 
the prison 


yard. The military wero sent for. The 
mutineers remained defiant and the 
soldiers, after threats and arguments 
had been used in vain, were given the 
order to fire. Only one fnsilnde was 
necessary. That brought down a large 
number of the rioters, several of them 
dead. The rest surrendered and were 
locked up in their cells. This ended 
the outbreak.

forceful grasp of Irish affairs. The 
appointment is regarded by some as 
signifying that the government means tc 
pursue a waiting policy in Ireland, and 
allow the two factions to butt each 
other to their hearts' content, with 
only enough interference to make a 
show of presei'ving the peace. 


To Receive tho Freedom of the City ol 


London. 


LONDON, Oct. JJ2.—Tho council of the 


city of London has decided to confei 
the freedom of the city on King Hum- 
bert and Queen Marguerite of Italy, 
npon their visit to London in 1S93. 
This resolution is received with much 
satisfaction by Italians ia London, as 
showing the permanence of the friendly 
feeling between Italy and England, 
which originated during the Italian 
struggle for liberty. The late Gen. 
Garibaldi was the last Italian to re- 
ceive tho freedom of London. The 
honor will be presented in a goid box, 
as in the case of the German ompcror. 


Justly Sentenced. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 2-1—Frank Dubedat, the 


stock broker and late president of the 
Dublin Stock exchange has been sen- 
tenced to twelve months' imprisonment 
for breach of the bankruptcy laws, 
and to seven years' penal servitude for 
stock broking- frauds. When Dube- 
dat's wrongdoing was discovered he 
fled to Capo Colony, South Africa, but 
was followed, captured, and brought 
back to this city.

Action was taken looking to the con- 


solidation of the Transmisissippi con- 
gress with the Western States Com- 
mercial congress. 


The majority repo* t contained a reso- 


lution upon the silver question, like that 
passed at the Denver meeting, to the 
effect that the national congress be 
petitioned to restore silver to the place 
given it as a, perfect money by the 
framers of the government; that con- 
gress should attempt to bring about in- 
ternational recognition of 
silver as 


money, and that negotiations should be 
completed with the Spanish-American 
nations for a common currency for the 
western continent south of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, 


The majority report also included a 


resolution that it was the sense of the 
congress that all arid lands should be 
ceded by the government in trust to 
the states and territories in which they 
are situated, with tho provision that 
tho proceeds of the sale thereof shall be 
devoted to school purposes, and that, 
further, the national government shall 
make such appropriations as may be 
necessary to place •under irrigation 
those lands which have been settled 
npon as agricultural lands, and proven 
unfit therefbr. 


The minority report included resolu- 


tions that the present financial system 
should not be disturbed ami also that 
the national congress should restore 
bimetallism by reopening the mints to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
into standard money. 


These, together with other portions 


of the minority report of the committee 
on resolutions were reserved for discus- 
sion later. 


Thomas Merrill, of Montana, then 


read tho invitation of the mayor and 
board of trade of Helena to the trans- 
mississippi congress to hold a session 
at Helena In ISVti, succeeding the ses- 
sion at New Orleans. 


Mr. Merrill begged for a favorable 


consideration of tho 
invitation. 
A 


delegate from Utah extended ap in- 
vitation for tho congress to meet 
nfc 


Salt Lake. 


It was decided to postpone the con- 


sideration of the question till the New 
Orleans meeting. 


The discussion of deep water naviga- 


tion was then taken up, Gov. Uubbard, 
of Texas, loading off. lie said that 
the quest ion was one affecting not only 
Texas, but the xvhole republic. He 
could remember when representatives 
of the southwest had to bend on their 
knees before tho federal congress to 
ask for the favors that might fall from 
the rich man's table—the crumbs of 
Lazarus. 
He narrated the story of 


the 
discrimination 
made 
against 


the west 
by 
the 
national 
con- 


gress. Not until 
the men of the 


west united in their entreaties and de- 
mands did they bring the whole union 
of states to their side and get an appro- 
priation for deep water improvements 
at Galveston. Galveston, muter that 
appropriation, was proceeding with the 
work, and in three or four years the 
depth of water desired could be at- 
tained. He told what had been ac- 
complished without government aid at 
the mouth of the Urazos. 
lie had 


thrown down 
the line himself and 


found the water fifty feet deep outside 
the jetties, and between the jetties 
twenty-five. 


Gov. Hubbard complained of certain 


features of the federal laws on the sub- 
ject of harbors, and replied to adverse 
criticisms that hud' been made on the 
con«ti uction of the jetties. lie called 
attention to the fact that they were 
constructed by the same engineer who 
constructed the jetties at the mouth of 
the Mississippi. 


(iov. Hubbard had not completed his 


address when the noon hour arrived, 
and resumed at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 


Aside from the silver question the 


resolutions deferred for debate are: 
That congress be asked to pass legisla- 
tion to prevent mining lauds from fall- 
ing into the hands of railroad corpora-

Prison-Made Goods, 


The McKinley bill prohibits theimpor 


tatiou of foreign prison made goods unc 
provides that in onsa any such goods 
reach any of our custom houses the 
importer may send them back without 
paying duty and in cose he fails to do 
so the goods shall be condemned an 
destroyed by the 
government. Per- 


mission has been asked tc send back a 
lot of goods imported by a firm in Ber- 
lin, Germany, known to deal in prison 
made goods which are held by the cus- 
tom honse officers in 
New York as 


prison made or contraband goods. 


The Treasury department bus given 


the following opinion in the cuse: 


"The purpose of the low, which is 
clear and unmistakable, is to protect the 
reputable workmen in this country from 
the competition ot foreign criminals 
under duress by preventing the domes- 
tic consumption of articles produced 
under such conditions. This purpose 
would be expected either by allowing 
entry for compulsory exportation or by 
the destruction ot the cointrubund goods. 
Whenever, on sufilcient evidence, any 
importation comes within the prohibition 
established by law, any merchandise 
may, at the option of the importer, be 
immediately exported without the pay- 
ment of duty; or, if this course is not 
adopted, the goods shall be held under 
seizure and proceedings commenced for 
Iheir condemnation and destruction ac- 
cording to law."
